2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for 
curing tires including a chamber configures for containing a tire assembly, a heating unit for heating water and bemg in fluid 
communication with a heat exchanger in thermal communication with the chamber, an expansion tank m fluid communication with 
the heating unit and the pump, a water pressure sensor, and a valve connected fluidly between the heating umt and the expansion tank 
and configured for selectively diverting at least part of the flow from the heating unit to the expansion tank based on the measured 
pressure; also, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for curing tire assemblies including circulating heated water in 
a closed circuit through a heat exchanger in a chamber containing tire assemblies, measuring the pressure of the heated water, 
opening a control valve to divert the water to an expansion tank if the measured pressure is below the desired set-point pressure, and 
closing the control valve to prevent water from flowing to the expansion tank if the measured pressure is above the desired set-point 
pressure.
